Youngsters Happy At City 
Park Saturday Evening 

Every child In town Is Invited 
Saturday evening-, and Santa him¬ 
self will be there to hand out 
Christmas stockings crammed 
with toys, candy, nuts and fruit. 

The occasion, of course, Is the 
traditional Christmas Eve party 
at the City Park, where accord¬ 
ing to a custom of 18 years, 
children will gather about the 
■giant deodar as guests of the city 
fire department. 

Santa Claus will arrive under 
the gaily lighted tree at 7 p.m., 
and because he Is a busy fellow 

® at this time of year 
and has numerous 
other calls to make 
during the evening, 
the firemen urge 
that children ar¬ 
rive promptly at that time. Pro¬ 
vision has been made for 700 
youngsters. 

By 7:15 Santa will have passed, 
out all the stockings and will be | 
on his way again, and a crowd 
of happy youngsters will be re¬ 
turning to their homes. 

But Santa’s assistants here in 
the fire department will still be 
busy, for they will distribute 
about 125 baskets, each filled 
with the "makings” of a big j 
Christmas dinner, another annual 
custom of the fire laddies. 

More than 200 children will re- ! 
ceive gifts distributed Christmas j 
Eve by the firemen from their | 
Santa Claus toy shop, where they j 
put finishing touches this week i 
on the supply of new and used ! 
toys collected for holiday giving. 

The tov shop finished its work 
Wednesday, in time to allow paint 
to dry on the last completed ar¬ 
ticles, and firemen will meet at 
the city hall tonight to pack j 
stockings and baskets. 

Residents who bought tickets 
for the annual Christm.as ball' 
given by the firemen Saturd.ay 
night contributed the funds for 
the children’s party and for the 
Christmas dinner baskets. As 
usual, the gaily decorated hall 
was packed with dancers and 
card players, and the intermittent 
showers of rain failed to detract 
from the attendance or enjoyment 
of the occasion. 

City Is Ready 
To Build 
New Streets 

Leases Equipment In 
Preparation For General 
PavinR ProRram 

After doing yaliant duty for 
the past ten years, two pieces of 
city road iniilding equipment 
were retired this week and re¬ 
placed by a tractor and a grader, 
leased by the city for one year 
with option to buy. 

Under the lease agreement with 
Shepherd tractor company of Los 
Angeles, the city will pay $79 
monthly for 12 months, for use 
of the Caterpillar grader, which 
it may purchase at half the price 
of the same grader bought new. 

The tractor, with bulldozer, will 
be leased for the year for $2500, 
under similar agreement with the 
Booth Usher company of Los An¬ 
geles. Much of the rental price 
of each machine will be realized 
by the city from rental of the 
equipment by the state for work 
on roads here, it was expected. 

In Bailey Canyon this week the 
bulldozer was put to work clear¬ 
ing the old stream bed of debris 
to make way for the flow of 
water as rain poured down. 

First task for the grader will 
be preliminary grading to pre¬ 
pare Lowell avenue for paving, 
project scheduled to .start as soon 
as the weather permits. Later it 
is expected to use the equipment 
in the paving of dirt streets In 
the west section of the city.

Week Of Rain 
Mantles 
High Peaks 

LonR Dry Spell Broken By 
Storm That BrinRs S'/z 
Inches; Season’s Total 9.19 

Following dead on the heels 
of one of the longest dry spells 
in tile memory of old time resi¬ 
dents, one of the city's most pro- 
longed rainstorms continued 
through much of this week, to 
bring the season’s total up to 

9.19 Inches as recorded at the 
Sierra Madre Dam, leaving the 
high peaks under white mantles 
and appreciably lowering the tem¬ 
perature. 

According to Col. H. B. Her- 
sey the storm established no 
records, the December and sea- 
son-to-date figures having been 
exceeded several times in past 
years, notably in 1889. 

The city’s oflicial rainfall chart, 
located at the Sierra Madre Bivd. 
pumping plant, showed a total of 

8.20 Inches for the entire storm 
which ended Wednesday evening 
and brought the season’s mara 
up to 8.47 as compared with last 
year’s 3.15 inches. 

Despite the fact that the rain’s 
intensity approached that of the 
flood of last March, no damage 
was done except to a few lawns. 
Serious consequences along the 
Little Santa Anita channel were | 
averted by the foresight of Rob- i 
ert Utman, engineer In charge of I 
flood control work now underway ' 
in the canyon. A large amount ^ 
of debris and silt, accumulated 
behind the dam since the flood, 
choked the outlet valve until 
Saturday, when several feet of 
water accumulated behind the 
dam flooded out the valve with i 
a roar. Utman, however, had j 


taken the precaution of removing ' 
none of the old check dams until 
new abutments and checks were ' 
in place, so the flow did no harm. 

In Bailey Canyon there was no ' 
damaging flood condition, due to 
the heavy growth of moisture re- | 
talning brush in Uie upper can¬ 
yon, according to street superin¬ 
tendent Marion Hays. The entire 
street and engineering force 
worked in emergency shifts on a 
24-hour schedule as a precaution 
against slides and clogged storm 
drains. 

The spreading grounds and 
settling basins again provinl their 
value by emerging from the storm 
unsc.atned, and enough water was 
absorbed immediately to permit 
shutdown of pumping at the city 
wells. Water levels will show the 
storm’s ultimate benefit in sev¬ 
eral months. Hays says. 

Since Saturday the storm had 
added 4.46 inche.s to the season’s 
fig^ure at the city plant. At the 
Sierra Madre dam the week's to¬ 
tal was 4.1.5 Inches, and 4.38 
inches was measured at the Mira 
Monte reservoir. 

In the back-country, heavy 
electrical disturbances interefered 
with Forest Service telephone 
lines Tuesday and Wednesday. 
Three inches of snow fell on Mt. 
Wilson, and nearly 15 inches of 
rain drenched the observatory 
domes.

Big Store Is 
Planned By 
Safeway 

Conipivny’.s Markets Here 
To Be Combined—Another 
Concern CominR In 

Sale of the property of Frank 
Arrigo on the south side of West 
Sierra Marlre Blvd. facing Au¬ 
burn avenue this week to the 
Safeway Stores Co. disclosed the 
fact that the company plans im¬ 
mediate construction of a large 
new grocery and market on the 
site, with an entrance off Esper- 
anza street and a large parking 
lot. 

Only one Safeway store will be 
operated here, the one on West 
Sierra Madre Blvd. to pass out 
of existence at the close of busi¬ 
ness Christmas Eve, since the 
company’s lease expires next 
week. In view of its plans for the | 
larger, con.solldated market the 
lease was not renewed. 

Tentative plans call for a store 
building facing Sierra Madre 
Blvd., 65 by 1.50 feet. The lot has 
a frontage of 90 feet and extends 
south 500 feet to E.speranza, af¬ 
fording extensive parking space 
Architects are now working on 
the plans which are expected to 
be completed early next week. , 
Construction will begin Immedi- 
aetly upon their completion. 

It was learned yesterday that 
another grocery and market firm 
has lea.sed the Sierra Madre Blvd. 
Safeway store and will at once 
begin remodeling in the hope of 
being able to begin business be¬ 
fore the middle of next month. ; 
Agents of the owner refused to | 
name the now tenants but an¬ 
nounced an up-to-date independ¬ 
ent market would be conducted. 

Arrigo, former owner of the 
now Safowav property, says he 
paid $18,000' for his land and a 
two story frame house 15 years 
ago. The house burned down five 
years ago, and Arrigo has con- 
tinucii living in a small shack, 
maintaining a chicken yard and 
several fruit trees. He is 85 years 
old.
